of life insurance stocks as investments for those 
who are qualified to purchase and to hold them. This 
is true only when they can be purchased at a fair and 
reasonable value, and unfortunately during the late 
lamented bull market it was not always possible to get 
them on this basis. 


Now, however, there is a different story to tell and 
the stocks of most of our leading life insurance com- 
panies as well as the small ones may be purchased for 
less than their liquidating value. At such prices they 
are excellent investments standing to yield 10% or 
more over a period of years. 


‘However, we do not recommend such stocks to in- 
vestors who do not feel able to hold their securities 
for a considerable period.

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BEHIND THE SCENES OF UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 


BY GERHARD HIRSCHFELD 


Part I 


NDUSTRY, finance and commerce cannot, one way 

or the other, escape the evil consequences of un- 
employment. The issue may be ignored, then it will 
hit back in form of decreased buying power on part of 
the millions who are out of work. Or it may be met 
squarely by way of, say, unemployment insurance, then 
it will come Lack like a boomerang in the disguise of 
taxation which, in turn, will increase the cost of pro- 
duction, of distribution, not only at home but abroad. 
It seems well to remember these two facts, namely that 
ignorance is just about as bad as insurance legislation. 
The very fact that they have not been remembered, that 
hundreds of discussions and scores of arguments have 
centred around such possibilities as government help, 
cut in wages, further and forced mechanization of 
plants and mines, transportation systems, public utili- 
ties, factories and so on, has unfortunately led to the 
emphasis of so many side-issues that by now the whole 
complex of unemployment problems has become a 
rather confused sight on the forum of public discus- 
sion. 


Bearing the two aforementioned alternatives in mind, 
it is easy to see that neither the government can 
shoulder the burden, because, after all, the government 
rests on the broader shoulders of the people and if the 
majority of the people and their buying power is under- 
mined by unemployment, the productive units, namely 
finance and industry, have to step in; nor can the prob- 
lem be solved by any “technical means” such as the 
more rapid process of mechanization or cut in wages 
or any one of the uncounted suggestions that have been 
advanced for the elimination of the unemployment 
evil. Not one institution such as the government, not 
one process such as production-restriction, not one 
measure such as pension funds can show the way out. 
As unemployment has grown out of a basic economic 
condition, it can disappear by the force of economic 
factors only. And as the world stands today, there 
are only two economic forces, one of them being pro- 
duction and the other consumption. 


Not long ago I asked one of the outstanding econo- 
mists in the United States as to his opinion regarding 
the unemployment puzzle and its solution. He had 
this to say: “It is a matter of foresight more than 
anything else. Take a president of a large manufac- 
turing concern which in its own market is terribly 
pressed by two competing syndicates. He may cut 
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down wages, this would reduce his cost and enable hi 
to underbid the competition; but the latter would y 
doubtedly start slashing down prices according to t 
best cut-throat system. He, again, may cheapen { 
quality of his products which, no doubt, would 
noticed by the consumers in no time at all. In shor 
the only logical way out would be a merging propo 
tion between the three competing units which, whi 
asking a little sacrifice from every one of them, wo 
produce by far the best results; not only today, 1

DISABILITY FOR MARRIED WOMEN 


The practices of the different life companies vary consid- 
erably in the matter of disability on the lives of married 
women. Most companies do not write this coverage at all and 
discontinue the benefit on a single woman upon marriage. 
There are exceptions to the general rule and some companies 
write married women and also do not discontinue this coverage 
upon marriage of a single woman. The new standard dis- 
ability clause contains no restrictions regarding this feature, 
making it optional with the companies to modify or cancel 
the disability coverage on a single woman when she marries. 
The accompanying list indicates the practices of all life com- 
panies operating in the state of New York regarding the is- 
suance of disability in this connection. Usually a married 
woman, to be eligible for disability, must be self-supporting 
and regularly employed at some place other than the home. 
The amount of insurance issued with disability is usually 
limited to about $3,000 whereas single women are issued larger 
amounts. Sometimes married women with an earned income 
can get $10,000 insurance and if no income is enjoyed the 
coverage is $2,500 and an age limit set at 50. As a general 
thing, the disability coverage on the lives of women does not 
go beyond age 55, age 50 in some instances, and the income 
is usually limited to $5 per month instead of $10 per month 
or the rate charged is double the male rate.

ALABAMA INSURANCE DEPARTMENT 


The Department has recently ruled that no company will 
be permitted to do business in Alabama on the Stock with 
Policy plan or any variation of it. This is an excellent ruling. 


IOWA INSURANCE DEPARTMENT 


The Joint Legislative Committee on Taxation and State 
Board of Assessment and Review of the State of Iowa recom- 
mended on December 17 that the present Iowa tax of 2%% 
on Iowa premiums of old line life insurance companies of 
other States be reduced to 2%. The object of this reduction 
is to reduce the taxes which Iowa companies pay in other 
States because of retaliatory provisions. 
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UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE—Continued 
yhich, naturally, has to be made up by the govern- 
ment, the latter once more approaching the tax- 
ayers. Aside from this result of an ever larger 
leficit on part of the Reich’s treasury, there has in 
he meantime another development made itself felt: 
The German people impoverished through the war 
nd the subsequent inflation period, has never in the 
ast decade shown any great amount of spending 
bower. But the impoverishment has been more 
marked since unemployment passed the 3,000,000 
Mark, and the domestic market is losing in impor- 
ance to about the same extent as the domestic in- 
dustry is gaining in strength, in efficiency and in 
butput. The logical consequence is the greater de- 
pendence of the German industry upon the world 
market. —To compete on the world market, the cost 
i production has to be so low that the selling prices 
moi German goods can successfully compete with 
American, British, Italian, French, etc. quotations 
pn the world market. Unfortunately, this attempt 
pf low production cost is severely handicapped by 
he tax burden imposed upon the manufacturers. 
Here we have the first ‘economic brake’ of unem- 
ployment insurance upon the free industrial develop- 
ent of a country. “Either we get rid of the terrific 
taxes”, says the German manufacturer, “then we 
will be able to sell more goods abroad, to expand 
our industries and to employ more workers, or the 
taxes are maintained and even increased, and we 
will be forced to cut down wages, to restrict produc- 
tion, hereby further aggravating the unemployment 
situation.” 


Furthermore, the enormous taxation in Germany 
has caused many large concerns to keep their funds 
somewhere in the Netherlands, Switzerland or other 
neighborhood countries, in order to get away from 
the burden of reparation-payments and the many 
social taxes. This has the effect that many a big 
firm pays proportionately less to the government 
and states than does the majority of smaller estab- 
lshments which cannot so easily seek refuge with 
their capital in foreign countries and therefore are 
exposed to the fullest extent to the stringent de- 
mands of the German law. Is it then any wonder 
that the economic development in Germany shows 
a distinct trend toward the large-scale establish- 
Ments, the mergers and syndicates? That many 
small manufacturers, traders and merchants give up 
in despair and leave the worries to the big units in 
their respective branches? Here again we find that 
the unreasonably high taxation (largely on account 
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of unemployment) seriously affects the undisturbed 
economic development. It tends to eradicate the 
middle-sized producer, merchant and trader; it tends 
to concentrate the economic strength of the coun- 
try in the hands of the large-scale establishments, 
in finance, in commerce and in industry; it tends to 
deprive Germany from the very considerable finan- 
cial resources of these giants in the various eco- 
nomic branches which, far from supporting the gov- 
ernment, try their best to escape the financial ob- 
ligations, the pressure of reparations as well as of 
social tax burdens, 


It is worth while to note in this connection that 
in 1930 unemployment insurance will show a deficit 
of some $140,000,000, and this on account of reduced 
tax payments. Now, it is clear that German ex- 
ports during the last years have risen and that the 
big corporations have experienced a corresponding 
development. If tax payments have fallen behind 
schedule, nevertheless, it shows that the burden 
lies on the shoulders of the middle classes which, 
for the reasons mentioned above, are steadily losing 
ground. 


- It is true that the German authorities are trying 
to counteract unemployment and its effects through 
large relief measures. ‘So the German railroads and 
the post office have placed orders representing a 
total value of $150,000,000 with German firms; this 
is, in due time, to be increased by another $100,000,- 
000.—But such orders are possible only through 
large foreign loans, and the final result will be more 
taxes.— 


Briefly, the German experience shows that in 
times of depression unemployment insurance leads 
to a policy of taxation which not only handicaps 
the free economic development of thé country at 
large but tends to undermine the whole economic 
structure with the result of the ‘survival of the 
fittest.’ 


Editor's Note: In the second article Mr. Hirschfeld 
will deal with the results of unemployment insurance 
in Great Britain, and will attempt to show the devastat- 
ing effects of the insurance policy upon the economic 
development of that country. 


ILLINOIS INSURANCE DEPARTMENT 


The Illinois Insurance Department ruled on January 16 
that real property guaranteed by a bond and mortgage company 
would not be legal as an investment because of the guarantee 
if the security alone were not legal under the IIlinois laws. 
This appears to be a sound ruling.

RIGHTS OF CREDITORS TO LIFE INSURANCE PROCEEDS. 


As we grope our way through the maze of insurance law, 
we are met at every turn with matters relating to allegations 
of fraud on the part of insureds respecting representations or 
warranties made at the inception of the policies or loss claims 
thereunder. 

Obviously, in nearly all such cases the fraud is alleged to 
have been perpetrated against an insurance company, but there 
is one class of cases in which the alleged fraud in no way 
affects the insurance company; and that is where a man, while 
insolvent, procures or continues to carry a large amount of 
life insurance for the benefit of his wife and family. Creditors 
claim that premiums paid out of the assets of the insolvent 
for such insurance is money that has been fraudulently di- 
verted from them. 

Whether or not creditors shall be entitled to satisfy their 
claims from the proceeds of policies insuring the life of the 
debtor is a matter deserving close scrutiny. Principles of 
public policy require encouragement of reasonable life insur- 
ance for dependent wives and children and certainty that 
after death, the proceeds of policies taken out for the benefit 
of such dependents will not be seized by creditors. Certainty 
is necessary also that the continuance of reasonable premium 
payments while insolvent is not going to taint a man’s life 
insurance with fraud and deprive his dependents of the benefits 
of such insurance when they need it most. Who would pur- 
chase life insurance if the payment of a reasonable premium 
or premiums while financially embarrassed might deprive his 
widow of the policy proceeds and make her merely a general 
creditor ? 

On the other hand, creditors are also entitled to considera- 
tion and there should be no encouragement of the use of 
money to which they are justly entitled to pile up unreasonable 
amounts of life insurance for wives and families at the ex- 
pense of such creditors. The rule of reason should prevail. 


“One of the highest duties of a husband and father is to 
provide for his family during his life and to make pro- 
vision for it after his death. To this end he may devote 
a moderate portion of his earnings to insure his life in 
favor of his wife, and so make reasonable provision for 
the future, without thereby being held to have intended 
to defraud his creditors, even though he was insolvent 
when he effected the insurance or paid the premiums.” 
Ross vs. Minnesota Mutual Life Insurance Company, 154 
Minn. 186, 191 N. W. 428. 


The rule announced in the Ross case seems to be in accord 
with the weight of authority. Exactly what constitutes a rea- 
sonable amount of life insurance must be determined by an 
txamination of the facts of each individual case. The court 
will take into consideration the known or reputed financial 
condition and the social and business status of the insured in 
making this determination. In one case, it was held that in- 
surance amounting to $100,000 was not unreasonable in view 
of the extensive business operations carried on by the insured 
(Hendrie & B Manufacturing Co. vs. Platt, 13 Colo. App. 
15, 56 Pac. 209). On the other hand, it"has been decided that 
4 $25,000 policy was excessive in the light of the circumstances 
(Thompson vs. Cundiff, 11 Bush (Ky) 567). 

In the case of Central National Bank vs. Hume, 128 U. S. 
195, 22 L. Ed. 370, the United States Supreme Court, holding 
that in the absence of proof.of fraudulent intent of the hus- 
band in procuring and paying the premiums on policies aggre- 





gating $35,000, his creditors could not reach the proceeds of 
life insurance taken out for the benefit of the wife and children 
or recover therefrom the amount of premiums paid while 
insolvent, said: 


“This argument in the interest of creditors concedes that 
the debtor may rightfully preserve his family from suffer- 
ing and want. It seems to us that the same policy which 
justifies this and recognizes the support of wife and 
children as a positive obligation in law as well as morals, 
should be extended to protect them from destitution after 
the debtor’s death by permitting him, not to accumulate 
a fund as a permanent provision, but to devote a moderate 
portion of his earnings to keep on foot a security for 
support already, or which could thereby be, lawfully ob- 
tained; at least to the extent of requiring that, under such 
circumstances, the fraudulent intent of both parties to the 
action should be made out.” 


In Cooley’s Briefs on Insurance, Second Edition, Volume 
7, page 6508, the general rule is stated to be: 


“ * * * in the absence of a special statute the insolvency 
of insured will give the creditors no claim upon the pro- 
ceeds of a policy procured without the expenditure of any 
money by the insured during insolvency (First Nat. Bank 
vs. Simpson, 152 Mo. 638, 54 S. W. 506), and that, though 
some of the premiums may have been paid during in- 
solvency, this will not necessarily subject the proceeds of 
the policy to the payment of insured’s debts, even to the 
extent of the premiums so paid * * * . 


All the statutes bearing on the exemption of life policies 
or their proceeds seem based on the theory that, in the 
absence of an expressed contrary intent, the object of an 
ordinary life insurance policy should be considered as the 
protection of insured’s family after his death, and that 
this object and desire is laudable and in accordance with 
public policy. They provide, in substance, that the pro- 
ceeds of life insurance policies taken out for the benefit 
of certain classes’ of beneficiaries shall be free from. the 
claims of creditors; but in some states insurance in excess 
of certain specified amounts, or procured while the in- 
sured was insolvent, is declared not exempt.” 


As in many other insurance problems, we find no uniformity 
either in statutory provisions or in judicial determination on 
this very important question, and adjudication of the rights 
of the claimants to such insurance proceeds and/or the pre- 
miums, paid depends upon the jurisdiction in which the ques- 
tion arises. 

Although it is difficult to classify the various statutory pro- 
visions respecting the right of creditors to the proceeds of 
insurance for the benefit of the family, it may be said they 
fall into four general groups—those which provide that the 
insurance money shall become the sole property of the bene- 
ficiaries free from the claims of creditors; those which pro- 
vide that insurance procured while the insured was insolvent 
shall be subject to the claims of creditors; those which pro- 
vide that where the annual premium paid is in excess of a 
certain amount, the insurance purchased by the premium in 
excess of that amount shall be primarily liable for the in-

sured’s debts; and those which provide that premiums for in- 
surance paid with intent to defraud creditors, with interest 
thereon shall inure to the benefit of creditors. 

A peculiarly confusing situation existed in New York until 
about a year ago. Section 52 of the Domestic Relations Law 
in force for many years provides in part: 


“A married woman may * * * cause the life of her hus- 
band to be insured * * * she is entitled to receive the 
insurance money * * * as her separate property, and free 
from any claims of a creditor, * * * except that where 
the premium actually paid annually out of the husband’s 
property exceeds $500, that portion of the insurance money 
which is purchased by excess of premium above $500, is 
primarily liable for the husband’s debts * * * .” 


Then in 1927, Section 55-A of the Insurance Law was en- 
acted. It provides in part: 


“Tf a policy of insurance, whether heretofore or here- 
after issued, is effected by any person on his own life or 
on another life, in favor of a person other than himself, 
or except in cases of transfer with intent to defraud credi- 
tors * * * the lawful beneficiary or assignee thereof * * * 
shall be entitled to its proceeds and avails against the 
creditors and representatives of the insured and of the 
person effecting the same, * * * provided, that, subject to 
the statute of limitations, the amount of any premiums 
for said insurance paid with intent to defraud creditors, 
with interest thereon, shall inure to their benefit from 
the proceeds of the policy * * * ” 


Pursuant to the terms of the old statute, Domestic Relations 
Law, Section 52, if a married woman caused her husband’s 
life to be insured, the insurance purchased by the excess of 
premium over $500 out of the husband’s property is available 
to his creditors. Under the new statute, Insurance Law 
Section 55-A, if a person procure insurance on his own life 
for the benefit of another, the beneficiary is entitled to the 
proceeds except that the amount of any premiums paid with 
intent to defraud creditors shall inure to the benefit of the 
creditors. 

Although it was impossible to understand the inconsistencies 
of these two statutes, their language seemed to leave no room 
for doubt that a policy taken out by the wife with premiums 
paid by or out of the husband’s property stood on an entirely 
different basis from the one taken out by the husband; but 
in the case of Chatham Phenix Nat. Bank and Trust Com- 
pany vs. Crosney, 251 N. Y. 189, the Court of Appeals held 
that Section 55-A of the Insurance Law impliedly repealed 
the former statute, Domestic Relations Law Section 52, insofar 
as the latter limits the amount of insurance which the wife 
may hold against creditors. 

In this case, the deceased at the time of his death was in- 
solvent and indebted to the plaintiff bank to the extent of 
$50,000. There were several life insurance policies effected 
on the life of the debtor by his wife, the annual premiums of 
which greatly exceeded $500. The bank claimed that portion 
of the insurance proceeds paid to the wife which had been 
purchased by the excess of premium over $500 towards the 
satisfaction of its claim. 


The court in denying a right of action to the plaintiff said: 


“There is no reasonable basis here for a construction 
which would create distinctions between policies where the 
contract of insurance is made by the insurance company 
with the beneficiary, and policies where the contract is 
made with the person whose life is insured, or between 
policies where the beneficiary is a stranger to the person 
whose life is insured and policies where the beneficia 
is his wife. The Legislature was dealing Pes, wit 
the conflicting rights, on the one hand, of creditors, or 
personal representatives of a person, whose life is insured, 
and, on the other hand, of a beneficiary of the policy, to 


an insurance fund -createdby the appropriation of moneys. 


of the insured for the payment of premiums, Within the 





meaning of the statute in all cases insurance is ‘effected’ 
by the person whose life is insured, upon the appropriation 
and investment by him of all his moneys in the premises 
which create the insurance fund. ther construction 
would defeat rather than effectuate the legislative intent 
and create distinctions without any logical basis.” 


While most courts have adopted a very liberal rule favoring 
the beneficiary, some even permitting him to hold the proceeds 
of insurance against the claims of creditors even where he is 
not specifically mentioned in the statute providing for such 
exemption but where he may be included in the category of 
a dependent, other courts, however, are inclined to view these 
transactions with suspicion on the equitable theory that a man 
should be just before generous. In some instances, the pay- 
ment of premiums while insolvent will be regarded as a fraud 
on creditors (Ramsey vs. Nicholls, 73 Ill. App. 643) ; in others, 
a strict statutory construction will be invoked to aid a creditor. 
As one New Jersey Court said: 


“There is, and can be in law, no difference between pay- 
ment by a husband of a stated sum of money at stated 
periods to an insurance company upon promises to pay a 
certain sum at the death of the payor, to his wife, and 
the deposit by a husband of a like stated sum, at like 
stated periods in a savings bank, to the credit of the wife. 
Both are gifts to the wife, and the money afterwards paid 
by the savings bank or insurance company; as the case 
may be, to the wife or personal representatives, is noth- 
ing more than a payment to her of the money previously 
paid to and by the husband with its earnings and in- 
creases.” Merchants’ and M. Transportation Company vs. 
Borland, 53 N. J. Eq. 282, 31 Atl. 272. 


Even courts adhering to the liberal majority ruling, how- 
ever, draw a distinction between the cases in which the debtor 
uses his own assets to pay for the premiums and those in 
which he employs funds which he has in his control or under 
his management by reason of a trust or fiduciary relation; 
as for example, in the case of an administrator of an estate 
or in a partnership. In such cases, the courts say the bene- 
ficiary holds the proceeds in trust for or subject to the claims 
of the creditors (Mass. Bonding and Ins. Co. vs. Josselyn, 
224 Mich. 159. 194 N. W. 548; Carter vs. Flegle, 192 Ky 193, 
232, S. W. 621). 

The problem here is an acute one, for very frequently the 
estate of the debtor consists of nothing more than life insur- 
ance. On principle, it would seem that the majority rule, 
permitting the beneficiary to hold the insurance money free 
from the claims of the insured’s creditors, represents a sound 
policy subject only to the rule of reasonableness. This rule 
makes for justice in the majority of cases. It provides for 
the dependents of a debtor who otherwi@e might be left des- 
titute and, at the same time, does not deny relief to creditors, 
if the amount of insurance and the premiums paid therefor 
were unreasonable.

ife insurance field during 1930 are shown here. The new com- 
any list includes a number of companies which were still in 
he process of organization when this issue went to press. A 
eparate section shows those companies which assumed new 
itles during the year. The retired record includes all com- 
anies discontinuing iness through merger, reinsurance or 
iquidation. Several of the retired companies were in financial 
fificulties and reinsurance of the business was necessary in 
prder to fully protect the policyholders’ interests. Three com- 
blanies were taken over by Insurance Departments for liquida- 
ion. A summary shows that during the year 1930, 20 new 
fompanies were licensed while 21 were still in the organization 
tages at the close of the year; 19 companies discontinued 
business through merger or reinsurance; 3 companies were 
placed in receivership for liquidation; organization plans were 
bandoned for 2 companies and 5 companies assumed new 
itles. As compared with 1929 the past year was not nearly 
o active in this field. During 1929 we had 65 companies newly 
icensed or in process of organization against 41; 26 companies 
liscontinued business in 1929 against 22 in 1930.

The New England 
district broke even with 100%, the Middle Atlantic 
States averaged 91%, the lowest district record be- 
ing East South Central of 75% ; the lowest state record 
was that of Mississippi with only 69%, and the best, 
Connecticut, with 105%, closely followed by New 
Jersey with 104%.

General Agency Contract—Nebraska 

An agreement entered into December 28, 1926, between the 
mpany and James A. Rodman, provides that James A. Rodman, 
ond party, agrees to promote and perfect the successful or- 
nziation and operation of the company, to procure and estab- 
h its agencies and subagencies, and generally supervise its 
fairs, and (subject to the will of the Board of Directors) to 
as an officer of the company. 

In consideration of the above services as general agent and 
ecutive officer he receives a commission on all premiums col- 
ed as follows:

Policy Forms 

Two forms are now written, the original, approved and written

The Nebraska form is captioned a “Thrift Certificate’, and 
participating. It is a combination of yearly renewable term 
urance for increasing benefits with a saving or thrift contract. 
he basic consideration in the policy is one “unit”, which means 
deposit of $1.00 per month with the privilege of making de- 
sits in advance without discount. The term of the agreement 
ten years; the benefits consist of: first, in participating at 
end of ten years in an accumulation fund; second, small, 





annually increasing insurance benefits reaching a maximum of 
$150 in the tenth year. 

After deducting cost of insurance and an expense loading of 
$10.00 per unit the first year, and $2.00 each year for the follow- 
ing nine years, the balance stands to the credit of the member 
as his contribution to the savings fund on which four per cent 
interest compounded annually is assured after the fifth year. 
To this is added, at the tenth year, any savings the manage- 
ment can affect, such as savings in the cost of management, lapsa- 
tion of certificates, and savings in mortality as well as gain in 
interest. 


All accumulations are warranted to be tax exempt. 

The South Dakota form is a ten-payment, twelve year en- 
dowment, with a $500 death benefit after the second year. It 
is a standard life policy with non-forfeitable provisions, It is 
non participating except for a so-called persistency bonus pro- 
vision which requires the company to maintain a fund accumu- 
lated from surrender charges on surrendered policies in the 
same year. In other words, when a policy is surrendered, the 
difference between the cash value and the reserve on the policy is 
put in a persistency bonus fund. Wach year the fund must be 
improved at interest equal to the rate, earned on the company’s 
mean interested assets. At the end of the twelfth year a pro- 
portionate distribution of this fund is made to the persistent 
policyholders. No other participation in the policy is provided 
for.

“being 25% more than the total deposits previously made.” 

The column referred to is one stating the amount of the death 
benefits payable in each policy year. The basis of settlements 
now in effect and that has been used since the beginning of the 
company, is 125% of the amount contributed or deposited. The 
death benefit clause is vague, and should be clarified to indicate 
whether or not the amount shown in the table applies only to 
the last month of the contractual year.

This item does not include rent for the Company’s occupancy 
of its own building.

The Company’s reason 
for discontinuing this is on account of a recent ruling of the 
Federal Income Tax Bureau, i.e, where a company occupies 
space in its own building, it need not report rentals received 
insofar as the company is concerned, hence, the company saves 
income tax by not charging rent.

“On December 31, 1929, the Company held 3647 mortgage loans, 
ptaling $28,507,720.99, all of which were inspected by your ex- 
miners, with the exception of eleven loans amounting to $110,- 
00.00, which are deposited with the Department of Trade and 

ommerce of the State of Nebraska. This deposit was verified 

y a certificate from that Department. 

“The examination of the loans consisted of an inspection of 
the application, mortgage deeds, mortgage notes, extension agree- 

ents, appraisals, attorney’s opinion of title, and insurance 
olicies. 

“All of the loans are made on improved farm lands located in 
the states of Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa and Missouri. The Com- 

ny makes all of its loans through three agencies: the Omaha 

Bond and Mortgage Company of Omaha, Nebraska, BE. G. Drake 
nd Company of Beatrice, Nebraska, and the McCorkle Bond 
nd Mortgage Company of Kansas City, Missouri, the latter re- 
ently reorganized, and now known as the Midwest Bond and 
Mortgage Company. 

“The agencies submit the loans to the Company, together with 

written report on the inspection of the land, Which are made 
by land examiners that are authorized by the insurance company 
nd are compensated out of the commissions paid to the agencies. 
These inspections are kept in a separate file in the Company’s 
fice and contain a thorough description and appraisal of the 
land. The appraisal, along with one on the application for the 
oan, made by a free holder, are the only appraisals the Com- 
pany requires. Both are made at the time the loan is applied for. 

After the loans have been presented and given the approval 
of the company the agencies accept the entire responsibility of 
the loan and remits all of the interest on its due date. Con- 
sequently, the company shows no past due interest. 

It appears that the present system by which the company pur- 
chases its mortgages have, so far, worked out successfully. How- 
tver, the company has no record of the payments of interest and 
taxes by the mortgagor. Your examivers, believing this to be a 
vital question to the company, sent, to the owners of the mort- 
gaged land, questionnaires, copy of wiich is attached herewith 
and identified as “Hxhibit A’’. 

The replies from these questionn-ires indicate that in some 
Instances the interest and taxes have been paid by the agencies. 
Also that in many cases the title has been changed, said changes 
hot being shown on the company’s records, as many questionnaires 
Were returned unclaimed and some returned stating the land 
had been sold. 

During the course of the examination, letters were also sent 
to the three loan agencies in an effort to obtain additional in- 
formation but no answers to these letters were received. 

Your examiners are of the opinion that the company should 
Maintain a complete record of all interest and tax payments on 
their mortgage loans as they are paid to the agencies by the 
mortgagor. 

The company pays a cash commission to the agencies of one 
Per cent of the amount of the loan, on straight loans, and on 
imortized loans, one-half of one per cent each year for the first 
ten years of the life of the loan. In cases where straight loans 
tre paid off within two years from the date the loan was made, 
the loan agencies refund a prorata part of the commission received.

Deferred Dividends 

he company’s deferred dividend insurance in force is divided 
into two classes, such division and classification having become 
necessary by the enactment of the legislature in 1913 of what 
is now part of Section 7837 of the 1922 Compiled Statutes of 
Nebraska, which became effective July 1, 1915, and which is in 
part as follows: 


“A provision that the policy shall participate in the surplus 
of the company and that, beginning not later than the end 
of the third policy year, the company shall annually ascer- 
tain and apportion the amount of divisable surplus to which 
all such policies, as a separate class, are entitled, which amount 
shall be carried as a distinct and separate liability in favor 
of such policies. The insured, under any annual dividend 
policy, shall have the right each year to have the dividend 
arising from such participation paid in cash, and if the policy 
shall provide other dividend options, it shall further provide 
that if the insured shall not elect any such other options, the 
dividends shall be paid in cash; but such participation and its 
distribution may, by contract, be deferred to a fixed or specified

“We are informed that in many instances the mortgagors have 
failed to pay taxes on the lands mortgaged, and in such instances 
the mortgage companies, from which this Company purchases its 
mortgages, buys the tax sale certificate. The purchase of these 
certificates by one other than the Bankers Life Insurance Com- 
pany, causes the mortgages held by the company to be a second 
lien instead of a first. We are, therefore, recommending that all 
tax sale certificates outstanding, and not in the Bankers Life 
Insurance Company’s name, on all lands on which the Bankers 
Life Insurance Company has mortgages, be immediately pur- 
chased by the Bankers Life Insurance Company in order that 
the Bahkers Life Insurance Company perserve its position as a 
first: lien holder. 

Extension Agreements 

“The Company accepts no notes in payment of premiums. A 
system of extension agreements is in force by which the policy- 
holder is granted an extension of time for the payment of pre- 
miums, such indebtedness bearing interest at the rate of six 
percent varies with the method of premium payment and the age 
of the policy, but in no case does such indebtedness exceed the 
net value of the policy. Should the net value of the policy be 
less than the amount of the premium for which an extension is 
to be permitted, the policyholder is required to pay the difference 
before the extension is granted. 

Agents’ Debit Balances 

The Company shows no agents’ debit balance in their 1929 
statement. Your examiners find there is an item of premium 
income, amounting to $26,690.00, which represents new business 
written and issued. The insurance represented has entered in the 
insurance account in the annual statement, and the necessary 
reserve set up. They have not taken cognizance of this item 
in their premium income, nor have they taken into consideration 
the ledger asset involved, viz: Agents’ Debit, Balances. 

It is the practice of the Company to allow their agents not 
to exceed sixty days in which to pay thei nets. The above 
item of $26,690.00 represents business written during this sixty 
day period. The record of this business js in the nature of a 
memoranda and enters into the ledger accounts only as it is paid 


for. The Company thus avoids showing any agents’ debit bal- 
ances. 








time, not exceeding twenty years. Upon written request of 

the insured the company shall furnish him with a statement 

of the amount of the surplus provisionally ascertained or set 
aside on such policy and held awaiting distribution at the 
expiration of the deferred dividend period.” 

“In accordance with such requirement the business written prior 
to July 1, 1915, and the business written subsequent to that date, 
has been kept separate for dividend purposes. Such subsequently 
written business has had dividends apportioned to it annually 
on a dividend schedule computed with factors based on interest, 
mortality and loading, and the total amount apportioned each 
year has been and is considered to be a liability. 

“The business written prior to July 1, 1915, has had annual 
amounts provisionally ascertained and set aside as earnings 
thereon each year. Such amounts were not, we are informed, 
determined by an accurate computation of earnings, but were 
determined in a rather arbitrary way. Each year the accumulated 
amount so determined, together with the apportioned dividends 
on the business written subsequently to July 1, 1915, was shown 
at line 37 of Liabilities in the Convention form Annual State- 
ment, 

“The twenty-year deferred dividend business written prior to 
the taking effect of the section referred to will all be entitled 
to its dividends in the years 1930 to 1934, inclusive. The amounts 
set aside or provisionally ascertained to the ends of 1928 and 
1929 for dividends becoming due in those years were:

the amount provisionally set aside at the end of 1928. This is 
the result of using, for paying the dividends to the old class, 
the dividends as determined and apportioned by the dividend 
schedule for business written subsequent to July 1, 1915. 

“Using that schedule the company computed the amount of the 
dividends as of December 31, 1929, on the old business on which 
the deferred dividends will be payable in 1931, 1932, 1933 and 
1034 and found it to be approximately $817,000.00 less than the 
total of $3,132,115.02 provisionally ascertained and set aside on 
December 31, 1929. 

“Using the same schedule to compute the total of such divi- 
dends when due, and we are informed that they will likely be 
paid on that basis, gives a total of approximately $160,000.00 less 
than the amount provisionally ascertained and set aside on 
December 31, 1929, notwithstanding that the insurance has from 
one to four years to run before the dividends will be payable. 

“We are informed that reductions in the deferred dividend 
payments to the old class are necessary because they have been 
too high in the past and cannot be maintained in the future, 
and because of an increase in federal taxes on account of de- 
ferred dividend funds. 


“The 1929 Annual Statement shows a reserve for taxes of $200,- 
000.00 which is more than twice the amount of all taxes paid 
that year, but which includes $100,000.00 as the estimated liability 
for the back taxes for 1924, 1925, 1926, 1927, and 1928, which 
is in controversy. 


“The contemplated reductions in dividends to the old class 
may have two effects, either higher dividends or greater increases 
in surplus, or both. 

“The Company stopped writing deferred dividend business in 
192. For some years it has been writing annual dividend busi- 
ness and now writes no other form of participating business. 


“According to the Company’s non-participating gain and loss 
exhibit, made a part of the 1929 Annual Statement, the surplus 
derived from that class was $278,356.00. The difference between 
that amount and the surplus shown in the statement is $2,022,592.00 
which must, therefore, have resulted from participating business. 


“We were given the following citation as legal authority for 
the Company’s contention that amounts provisionally ascertained 
and set aside for the business written prior to the enactment of 
the present statute, quoted above, are not fixed liabilities: New 
York Life Insurance Company v.s. Bowers, 34 Federal Reports, 
2nd, p. 60. Subsequent to the examination, and prior to filing 
this report, the Company submitted a brief to the Departments. 
Policy Riders and Application Forms 

“We have examined all rider forms used by the company at 
the present time. We find no record of approval of form R. No. 
1, relating to the privilege to convert a participating policy to 
paid-up insurance, by the Iowa Department. 

“The following provision is included in the application blank 
now in use by the company: 


“It is hereby expressly stipulated and agreed. ... that 
during two years from the date of the policy hereby applied 
for, there shall be no liability if my death results from 
operating, service upon, or travel or flight in any kind of air- 
craft; except while I am riding as a fare paying passenger 
in a licensed aircraft provided by an incorporated common 
carrier which is regularly engaged in supplying air transport 
on published schedules and while such aircraft is operated 
by a licensed pilot upon a regular passenger route between 
definitely established airports. Supplemental agreements, if 
any, for waiver of premiums shall exclude all coverage from 
aviation.” 


“The above restrictive clause is not embraced in any pro- 
Visions of the policy forms used. Your examiners are of the 
opinion that the proper place for such a clause is in the policy 
itself, rather than in the application. Although the application 
may be made a part of the contract, we believe that it should 
be regarded as the offer to insure and the acceptance, and that 
the conditions of the contract should be stated in the policy. 
Furthermore, the photostatic copy of the application attached to 
the policy is so reduced in size as to be scarcely legible in a 
humber of cases. Your examiners believe that if the company 
wishes to consider this clause as a part of the contract, it 


would be advisable to include it in the provisions of the policy | 


form,

The Beacon Life, now issues a Family Income Policy on the 
non-participating 20 Year Plan. The policy provides for the 
usual monthly income of 1% of the face (12% yearly) until 
end of 20 year income period, at which time the face amount 
is payable. The policy is issued in units of $1,000 to men and 
women between ages 20 and 60, inclusive. Premium rates follow 
at ages 20, 25, 35, 45, 50, 55 and 60, per $1,000; $18.47, $20.62, 
$27.33, $40.84, $53.02, $71.52, $99.56.

Report of Examination not Favorable 


This company was examined as of Dec. 31, 1929 by the Illinois 
and Iowa Insurance Departments. The report was dated Oct. 11, 
1930 and shows the following extracts. Total Income, $1,445,335; 
Total Disbursements, $1,001,849; Admitted Assets, $1,948,186; Net 
Reserve, $1,310,393; Surplus, $81,841. The Income and Disbursement 
accounts agree with the statement filed by the company and 
published by us in our Life volume. The Admitted Assets were 
decreased $37,841 while the Net Reserve was increased $3,236; 
the Surplus decreased $19,179. The company’s real estate hold- 
ings are rather large and the examiners reviewed these thoroughly. 
As a result of valuations by the Insurance Department, the 
examiners deducted $20,000 as a Non-Admitted Asset against 
the real estate item. At the end of 1929 the company had mort- 
gage loans of $1,014,242, of which amount loans past due in 
principal were $89,010. Loans on which interest was in default 
amounted to $566.488. On nearly one-half of the latter mort- 
gages the interest due covered a period of two years or more. 
The above figures indicate that over 50% of the company’s 
mortgage loans are in arrears of interest or principal payments. 


The examiners state: “The company’s policy relating to its mort- | 


gages has evidently been very lenient”. The company had on 
hand at the end of 1929, $50,271 of cash and the examiners note 
that practically all of the funds now carried by the company in 
banks which constitute a considerable portion of the company’s 
assets, are drawing no interest.

Receiver 


The physical assets described above were received by the 
Chicago National, and credit was taken in settlement of items 
due the Receiver for the amount of death claims paid by the 
Chicago National but assumed by the Receiver. 


Disbursements 
Death Claims, $268,901.17 

Your examiners have reviewed a large number of the files, 
of both paid and pending claims. The company does not make 
a practice of entering each claim in the death claim register 
immediately upon receipt of report of death. Your examiners 
were obliged to rely upon the files and statements furnished 
by the claim department as representing all claims incurred. 
With regard to the Group Insurance, it has been the custom 
of the ceding corporation to receive and adjust and pay all 
claims, after which proofs are submitted to the Chicago National 
together with beneficiaries’ receipts and demand for reimburse- 
ment. Thus apparently no notice of death is furnished the com- 
pany until final settlement is due. 

The liability for losses and claims in the foregoing financial 
statement includes six claims due and unpaid for the sum of 
$10,238.85. All of these have been approved for payment, and 
no reasons are given for delaying settlement. One of these is 
a claim for reinsurance, release and receipt having been sub- 
mitted by the insuring company with proofs of loss, and approved 
for payment on September 24, 1929. 

The only claim now being resisted involves a policy for $2,000.00 
and is in litigation in the Circuit Court of Cook County: The 
company is carrying a claim incurred in 1922 under a policy 
for $1,000.00, in which the insured’s estate is the beneficiary. To 
date no one has appeared to claim the proceeds of this policy.

The exclusive general agency contract with the United States 
General Agency Company which was discussed in the report 
of last examination is still in effect. It provides first year com- 
mission of 90 per cent, graded as to plan, and nine renewals 
of 10 per cent. This contract does not apply to group or news- 
paper insurance. On the latter plans the company does not pay 
any commission. It did, however, pay $1,000.00 per month from 
November 1, 1928 to June 30, 1929, as commission on the group 
policy of the International Brotherhood of Boilermakers, Iron 
Shipbuilders and Helpers of America, which terminated at the 
latter date. Prior to November 1, 1928, commissions had been 
paid on this business on a more costly basis.

The first three items were acquired as a part of the assets 
of the Public Life Insurance Company, under contract of re- 
insurance already referred to. Item No. 1 was conveyed by the 
quit-claim deed of James W. Gullett, Receiver, on July 19, 1929. 
It comprises a lot fronting seventy-five feet on the North side 
of Washington Boulevard and extending one hundred and thirty- 
one feet along the West Side of Sheldon Street, to an alley. It 
is improved by a modern two-story office building, which was 
constructed in 1922-23, as the home office of the Public Life In- 
surance Company. A loan of $100,000.00 was made on the security 
of this property July 30, 1929, the terms of which have already 
been discussed. The accrued interest on this loan as of De- 
cember 31, 1929 has been computed at $2,530.00, and is included 
here in as a liability. The company has fire and windstorm in- 
surance policies aggregating $200,000.00 on the building, which 
are held by the Trustee under the existing encumbrance. Un- 
earned premiums on such policies amounting to $403.66 are in- 
cluded as a.non-ledger asset in the foregoing financial statement. 
The company occupies the entire building, though for a time 
it rented a small portion of the upper floor at $200.00 per month. 
For approximately ten months occupancy of the building the 
company has charged itself $20,000.00 rental, which is roughly 
at the rate of $1.25 per annum per square foot of space occupied, 
excepting the basement, which is not included in these figures. 

The second item above is a lot adjoining the home office 
property on the West, having a frontage on Washington Boule- 
vard of twenty-five feet, and improved by an old brick residence, 
now occupied as a rooming-house at a monthly rental of $90.00. 
It was conveyed by the Receiver of the Public Life on the 17th 
of January 1930, but was assumed on the company’s books as of 
December 31, 1929, along with the remainder of the Public Life 
assets. Insurance amounting to $15,000.00 is carried by the com; 
pany on the improvements, on which credit for unearned pre- 
miums amounting to $115.00 has been included. among non-ledger 
assets. . 

The third item above consists of a leasehold on property 
located at the Southwest Corner of 39th and South State Streets, 
Chicago, fronting fifty feet on State and one hundred and three 
feet on 39th Street. The improvement is a two-story brick store 
and office building constructed about 1912. The lease expires 
October 31, 2011, and the rentals payable will be at the rate of 
$2,500.00 to October 31, 1952, and from that date to the end of 
the term at the rate of $2,750.00 per year, payable in quarterly 
installments. Insurance on this building, according to the terms 
of the lease, is held by the Chicago Title and Trust Company, 
for the benefit of the Lessor, in the sum of $40,000.00. Unearned 
premiums on these policies amounting to $440.00 are included 
herein among non-ledger assets. The lease was assigned to the 
Chicago National by James W. Gullett, Receiver for the Public 
Life on January 17, 1930, but like the property discussed this 
was taken up on the Company’s books as of December 31, 1929, 
and has been treated for the purposes of this report as belonging 
to the company as of that date, being involved in the assumption 
of Public Life policies which took place earlier in the year 1929. 
Most of the space in the building is under lease at very good 
rentals, The monthly rent roll totals $698.00, but the company 
has not had possession of the property long enough to justify 
any estimate of the net return. 

“The fourth parcel of real estate listed above comprises a farm 
property in Whitley County, Indiana, which was acquired in 
1926 by foreclosure of a mortgage of $3,500.00 at a total cost of 
$5,103.59, against which a credit of $140.28 was subsequently 
made, leaving the present book value of $4,963.31. 

The final item in the above schedule is a property located in 
the State of Kansas, which the company acquired in December, 
1929, by Sheriff's Deed in foreclosure of a mortgage of $4,000.00 
at a total cost of $6,020.00, the present book value. 

“The book values of the last two parcels have been adopted 
as the market values thereof for the purposes of this report.

Your ex- 
aminers have accordingly entered in the foregoing financial state- 
ment as an asset not admitted the sum of $20,000.00, representing 
the excess of book value over market value of real estate. The 
management of the company has expressed its desire and inten- 
tion to reduce the book value of the home office property during 
the ensuing years by the usual depreciation charges for similar 
properties. 


Mortgage Loans $1,014,248.05 

Of the mortgages owned by the company at December 31, 1929 
the Illinois Department held on deposit under the guaranty 
deposit law of 1869 loans aggregating $136,293.00; and the Indiana 
Department held on deposit under the reserve deposit law loans 
aggregating $262,808.26 (in addition to the Wright Mortgage for 
$3,500.00 which the company has been carrying as real estate since 
1926). These deposits were confirmed by schedules furnished 
your examiners by the respective Departments. The remaining 
mortgages, aggregating $615,146.79, were examined at the com- 
pany’s office and at the office of its attorney in Chicago.

Of these loans, two in Illinois, totalling $23,020.00 and two 
in Indiana, totalling $13,603,68, are in process of foreclosure. The 
South Dakota loan is in litigation pending before the Supreme 
Court of that State on a suit to set aside the mortgage. Several 
of these loans not in foreclosure have continued interest payments 
without the formality of written extension .agreements. It is 
suggested to the management that when a loan defaults as to 
principal, foreclosure proceedings should be instituted at once, 
as delay may result in loss of interest or principal to the com- 
pany. If loans upon maturity are to be renewed or extended the 
proper documents should be executed, recorded and placed in file 
as soon as possible.

On nearly one-half of these mortgages the interest due covers a 
period of two years or more. The company’s policy relating to 
its mortgages has evidently been very lenient. The management 
has stated its intention, however, of adopting stricter measures 
in dealing with its securities, and of commencing foreclosure 
proceedings presently upon all delinquent loans. 

It is noted that virtually all of the funds now carried by the 
company in banks, which constitute no inconsiderable portion of 
its assets, are drawing no interest. It would seem to be desirable 
that the company’s banking facilities be arranged so as to 
yield the usual rate of interest on its daily balances, at least 
with respect to the major portion of these funds. 


Real Estate Sold Under Contract $19,000.00 

This asset comprises a twenty acre property located in Whitley 
County, Indiana, acquired by the company in 1926 through fore- 
closure of a mortgage of $14,000.00, which was among the assets 
received in the reinsurance of the Gary National Life Insur- 
ance Company. The cost, including taxes, interest and expenses, 





was $18,850.31. A contract was granted June 15, 1928 to Emanuel 
H. Davis, to purchase the property for a consideration of $20,000.00, 
of which $1,000.00 was paid in cash. The contract was defec- 
tive in that specific subsequent installments, viz: $4,000.00 within 
five days after title has been found good, provided deed is then 
ready for delivery; $1,000.00 per year for four years; and a final 
payment of $6,000.00—totalled only $14,000.00, instead of $19,000.00, 
as indicated by the amount of the consideration. The contract was 
not recorded, and the purchaser was advised by letter dated 
June 21, 1928 that he was released from the contract. However, 
another letter dated September 5, 1928, informed him that in 
reply to his request the second payment of $1,000.00 was being 
extended until February 5, 1929. It does not appear from the 
terms of the contract that this second payment of $1,000.00 would 
have been due until June 15, 1929, although the specific pay- 
ment of $4,000.00 might have been due; consequently the intent of 
the two letters referred to is not clear. It appears to your 
examiners that this contract of sale was never of any value 
as an instrument, and that the property in question should now 
be transferred back into the real estate account, to be carried 
at its current market value. It is suggested that this value 
be determined by independent appraisal. 


Progress 

It will be noted by reference to the following schedule that 
while the company has written large amounts of insurance dur- 
ing the past two years, it has suffered heavy losses through 
termination of policies. At the close of 1927 its insurance in 
force included newspaper policies, which are largely term in- 
surance amounting to $6,053,590.00 in addition to other term in- 
surance totalling $803,653.00; its group insurance outstanding on 
that date amounted to $23,962,000.00 At the close of 1928 its 
term policies (largely newspaper) had reached the total of 
$25,511,064.00, while its group insurance had increased to $25,076,- 
400.00. In July 1929 its largest group contract was terminated 
reducing the risks of this class at the close of the year to 
$474,839.00, the term policies at the same time decreasing to 
$14,187,340.00. During the two year period under consideration 
its total ordinary insurance on the whole life and endowment 
plans had increased from $21,380,208.00 to $23,342,654.00. 

The financial section of the comparative schedule is out of 
proportion, due to the sudden loss of this large volume of busi- 
ness, in that less than one-half of the premiums were received 
during 1929 that were to be expected, and the death losses were 
proportionately less. Owing to the litigation now pending look- 
ing to the collection from the International Brotherhood of Boiler- 
makers of some $175,000.00 in premiums, less $68,500.00 in claims 
payable, neither of these items has been included among assets 
and liabilities, as heretofore explained. If the company prevails 
in this suit it will gain for its surplus a sum approximately 
$100,000.00, which at present can not be admitted.

Report of Examination Favorable . 


A regular examination of The Connecticut Mutual Life, just 
completed by the Connecticut Insurance Department, a report 
of which was released by Insurance Commissioner Howard P. 
Dunham, reveals that the company “has done remarkably 
well during the last ten years as regards growth in premium 
volume and insurance in force.” 

The examination, made under the direction of Hartwell L. 
Hall, assistant actuary of the Connecticut Insurance Department, 
covers the three-year period ending December 31, 1929. The pre- 
mium income rose from $21,090,727.61 at the end of 1926 to 
$28,361,684.79 at the end of 1929, while the insurance in force 
increased from $673,851,781 as of December 31, 1926, to $896,309,074 
on December 31, 1929. 

Since the last examination the company made no increase in its 
dividend scale, but it did pay a special dividend equal to 20 
per cent of the regular dividend in 1929. 

The company’s surplus and contingency reserve as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1929, amounted to $16,051,362.81, of which amount $7,606,- 
692.43 was set aside for contingencies. These figures compare 
with $10,341,429.79 and $3,057,610.50 reported in the last examina- 
tion.

A sharp trend away from farm mortgage loans toward city 
mortgage loans is indicated by a study of the company’s invest- 
ments during the period covered by the department’s examina- 
tion. On December 31, 1926, the company had $40,848,836.70 in- 
vested in real estate loans, all but $115,800 on farms. This was 
28.80 per cent of its assets. Three years later the company had 


$56,368,311.62 invested in real estate loans, of which $44,005,719.12 


represented farm loans; $12,362,592.50 represented city mortgage 
loans. Whereas on December 31, 1926, the city mortgage loans 
were only .08 per cent of the company’s assets, on December 
31, 1929, they were 6.63 per cent, while the ratio of farm loans 
to assets fell from 28.80 to 23.58 at the end of 1929. The total 
assets of the company at the end of 1929 were found to be 
$186,596;723. 

The unfavorable farm conditions of recent years are reflected 
in the increase in total of foreclosed real estate from $433,958.42 
on December 31, 1926, to $1,546,312.20 on December 31, 1929. “Such 
a material ‘increase’, the report says, “is, however, not peculiar 
to this company, but has been the general experience of practically 
all insurance companies who have loaned money in the farm 
mortgage loan field. ...” Nearly all of these foreclosed farms 
of the Connecticut Mutual are located in the States of Missouri, 
Indiana and Iowa, with the farms in the state of Missouri repre- 
senting 50 per cent of the total. Only one piece of urban real 
estate was acquired by foreclosure during the three-year period. 
The total of foreclosed real estate represents but a very slight per- 
centage of the company’s assets. 

The policy loans in force at the end of 1929 increased approxi- 
mately 50 per cent over the amount in force at the end of 
1926, due chiefly to the stock market collapse toward the close 
of 1929. At the end of 1926 the total of policy loans was $17,957,- 
624.30, whereas at the end of 1929 the total was $26,705,100.86. 

On December 31, 1929, the market value of the bonds and 
stocks owned by the company was $7,490,883.86 in excess of the 
cost. The company’s home office property was assigned a value 
by an independent departmental valuation of $1,952,696.53. 

The Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance Company was incor- 
porated under the laws of Connecticut on June 15, .1846, and 
commenced business in December of that year. It is the oldest 
Connecticut life insurance company and the seventh oldest in 
the United States. 


Holderness and Rice Advanced 
Two new vice presidents were appointed January 9 by the 
Board of Directors of The Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance 
Company. H. M. Holderness, who for some time has held 
the dual offices of Agency Secretary and Superintendent of 
Agencies, was appointed Vice President in charge of agencies. 
Harry I. B. Rice, Actuary, was also made a vice president.

Rate and Other Changes 


The Continental Life has issued a new rate book which con- 
tains a number of changes effective Jan. J, 1931. All par policies 
now provide for second year cash values instead of third year, 
as heretofore. Practically all cash values on par policies have 
been increased and equal the full reserve at the end of the tenth 
year. The Par Term to Age 65 plan and the Modified Life 
par plan have been eliminated, the latter now being issued on 
the non-par basis only. In the non-par department the Economic 
Protection policies will be written for a minimum amount of 
$2,500 instead of $5,000 as heretofore. The Ordinary and Limited 
Pay Endowment at 85 and Ordinary and 20 Pay Business policies 
have been eliminated and instead there is now a complete line 
of Ordinary Life and Limited Pay rates on non-par forms 
written in a miniumu amount of $1,000. The 5 and 10 Year 
Term rates have been reduced as haye also the rates on Joint 
Life policies, together with the retirement Income rates. The 
rates on Juvenile Plans have also been reduced, together with 
the company’s sub-standard ratings. The rates for the new line 
of Ordinary and 20 Pay policies are illustrated below, together 
with the reduced rates on the 5 and 10 Year Term plans:

death occurs within a 10, 15 or 20 year period. This extra bene- 
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fit expires at the end of such period. To obtain the premium for 
a contract with this feature it is necessary to multiply the 
regular annual premjum by the factor for the correct age in the 
schedule prepared by the company. At age 35 this factor for the 
10, 15 and 20 year periods is 1.058, 1.092 and 1.136, respectively.

Application for Receiver Filed; and Dismissed 

An application for a receiver for Home Life was filed in Little 
Rock Chancery Court January 16, by Attorney General Norwood 
at the instance of Insurance Commissioner Floyd, after an exami- 
nation by Consulting Actuary Speakman disclosed an alleged im- 
pairment of $1,884,313. The Actuary’s report indicates that the 
Inter-Southern Life contributed to the surplus of the Home 
Life $50,000 which, together with an additional $250,000 which 
the Inter-Southern has agreed to advance to the Home Life, 
was to be repaid out of the future earnings of the Home Life. 
As reported sometime ago, A. B. Banks and associates assigned 
to the Home Life Insurance Company about 538,000 shares of 
Inter-Southern Life stock which was deposited with a Nashville 
bank to be purchased by the Keystone Holding Company. The 
Actuary’s report indicates that this purchase has not gone through 
because title to the stock deposited has not been cleared. The 
Keystone Holding Company January 20th advised us that on any 
reasonable valuation of its assets, the company is solvent, that 
$150,000 has been advanced to it by the new owners, and that 
they have no doubt of their ability to preserve the solvency of the 
company and protect fully the interests of the policyholders. They 
state that assets of a true value of over $1,600,000 were disallowed 
by Mr. Speakman in arriving at his estimated impairment. 

The application for a receiver was withdrawn Jan. 21, in view 
of the withdrawal of the certificate of insolvency previously filed 
by Commissioner Floyd.

The Southeastern Life was examined as of June 30, 1930 by Cot- 
ton & Eskew, Certified Public Accountants, for the Insurance De- 
partments of Ky., N. C. and 8. C. The report, which was favorable 
to the company, verified the financial statement as of Dec. 31, 1929 
and reviewed the business for the first six months of 1930. Extracts 
from the latter statement showed the following for the first six 
months’ period : Income, $716,110 ; Disbursements, $547,114 ; Admitted 
Assets, $4,156,192; Net Reserve, $3,431,996; Capital, $200,000; Sur- 
Plus, $124,792. Certain of the examiners’ comments are quoted 
hereafter : 
Mortgage Loans on Real Estate $1,700,139.65 
“The above represents four hundred and fifty-two loans secured 
by first mortgages on real estate located in the following states :

“Your examiners made an actual inspection of each mortgage note 
and supporting papers and found the total of the notes in agree- 
ment with the control account in the general ledger. The records 
relative to these mortgage loans were found to be in good condition. 
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The company maintains a jacket for each loan in which is kept the 
note, mortgage, certificate of attorney, appraisal and fire insurance 
policy. No serious errors were discovered in the records and all 
loans are well within the fifty percent of appraised value provision. 

“Loan Number 935 to E. B. Handen in the amount of $1,380.75 
has been treated as a non-admitted asset because the title is not 
clear. This mortgage was acquired in payment of a debt of a 
former employee, and the officers seem to be of the opinion that 
it will be collected. 

“The company has three loans aggregating $109,475.75 to churches. 
Your examiners are of the opinion that as a general rule loans on 
property suitable for only one use such as churches, lodges and 
clubs are not the most desirable. This comment is, however, in no 
way intended to reflect unfavorably on the loans of this company, 
as your examiners did not inspect the church property covered by 
the mortgages mentioned. Of the amount loaned on churches 
$98,000.00 is on the First Presbyterian Church of Greenville which 
property is valued at $268,500.00. This property is located near the 
heart of the city and could be easily converted into business 
property. 

“The company has made several foreclosures during the past year 
but on the whole has been very fortunate with its mortgage loans. 
The experience with farm loans has been less satisfactory than loans 
on city property. This is possibly attributable to the greater de- 
pression in the agricultural industry in this section of the country. 

“Your examiners found the company has for some time carried in 
the mortgage loan account certain bonds, and an adjustment to 
correct this discrepancy has been made by us in preparing our 
financial statement. 

“The company is to be complimented upon its mortgage loan 
records, as well as the manner in which these records have been 
kept. 

“The majority of the mortgages are amortized and the payments 
are being met most promptly. This keeps the loans in a healthy 
condition with an income each month. 

“As of June 30th, the company had on deposit with the insurance 
commissioner for the State of South Carolina seven mortgages aggre- 
gating one hundred and five thousand dollars and a deposit with the 
insurance commissioner for the State of North Carolina two mort-

gages aggregating twenty-one thousand nine hundred dollars. These 
two deposits are held for the protection of all policy holders and 
were verified by certificates issned by the two commissioners above 
mentioned. 

Conclusion 

“It is the opinion of your examiners that the records of the 
company are well kept and free from errors and irregularities. 
We believe, however, that some improvement can be made in the 
accounting system and were favorably impressed with willing 
acquiescence on the part of the officers of the company in the 
suggested improvements. 

“Your examiners feel that this company has made most satisfac- 
tory progress and that its affairs have been efficiently and econom- 
ically managed. We were favorably impressed with the spirit of 
cooperation and loyalty exhibited by the officers and employees of 
the company.”
